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Cholera report for the week ended August 28, 1902. 

Manila, P. I., September 4, 1902. 
Sir: I have the honor to hereby submit report of cholera in the Phil- 
ippine Islands for the week ended August 23, 1902. The disease remains 
about stationary in Manila and continues severe in the provinces. Dur- 
ing this period two important centers, Aparri and Iloilo, have become 
infected. Aparri, in the extreme northern part of the island of Luzon, 
is the outlet of Cagayan Valley, consequently a spread of the disease in 
this populous and fertile district is to be expected. The other place of 
importance, Iloilo, is on the island of Panay. The disease was brought 
to this town by bancas from the adjacent island of Negros.
